__ New requirements issued by 


the diocese over infant baptism ' 
include the assurance that the 

child will be part of a family 

io in living a full Christian 
fe, 


The requirements are issued 
by the Diocesan Liturgical 
Commission in its February 
bulletin, and state that ‘‘pastors 
have a serious obligation to 
avoid indiscriminate baptizing.”’ 


WHILE THE guidelines do 
not specifically refer to refusal of 
baptism, pastors are required to 
“inquire into the faith life of the 
family and have assurance that 
the baptismal faith of the .child 
will be nurtured,’’ before baptiz- 
ing. ae 

There is also the ‘‘serious 
obligation to ensure that the 
.parents and godparents have an 
adequate understanding of the 
meaning’’ of baptism and the 
“tite “to.,.celebrate ‘it.’’ It is 


_ further recommended that bap- 


tism should be celebrated on 
Sunday, and that ‘‘private’’ 
baptisms should be avoided. 


In the bulletin it is pointed out 
that the new rite is designed 
specifically for children, whereas 
the earlier ritual was only an 
abbreviated form of the adult 
baptismal rite. 


IT IS NOW seen “‘as a full 
community celebration, as op- 
posed to what had in practice 
become a ‘private’ ceremony.”’ 


Suggestions on implementing 
the new rite include a personal 
interview with the parents 
‘before the child’s birth, not only 
for the purposes of obtaining 
information for the baptismal 
record, but also as an inquiry 
into the “‘faith of the family.’’

“The parents and, as far as 
possible, the godparents should 


“be given at least one hour. of — 
instruction in the meaning of 
Christian initiation and the role - 


of the Christian life within the 
family,’’ states the bulletin. The 
instruction can be given by a 
priest or a trained catechist, 
preferably to a group of parents. 


IT IS ALSO recommended that 
baptism should be a full 


liturgical service, with lectors 


and cantors to assist. Where 
extensive church remodeling is 
done ‘‘or in the building of new 
churches, preference is to be 
given to flowing water in 
baptismal fonts of a size ample 
enough for immersion,’’ accord- 
ing to the suggestions in the 
bulletin. 


Father Lawrence Purcell, li- 


- turgical commission chairman 
‘and rector of St. 


Francis 
Seminary, commenting on the 
guidelines told SC, ‘We can 
only set out the principle, which 
has to be applied by the pastor, 
in the light of his discretion and 
pastoral experience. He knows 
his own parishioners.’’ 


He said that generally it is 
being implemented very well in 
the diocese. ‘‘More and more 
parish priests are finding that 
baptism during Mass once or 
twice a month is very effective 


~ with the people. 


“THE WAY that pastors are 
implementing the ideal—while 
being open to the needs of 
all—shows great sensitivity,’’ he 
added. 


The guidelines and sugges- 
tions were drawn up by the 
executive secretary of the liturg- 
ical commission, Father Dennis 
Krouse, seminary faculty mem- 
ber who has made a particular 
study of liturgy.

Bishop Maher calls on

LOMA LINDA—Sunday in 
this community is like Mon- 
day almost anywhere else in 
the United States. And that 
makes life a little different 


for Father William Erstad © 


and his parishioners at St. 
Joseph the Worker. church. 


For one thing, mail is 
delivered on Sunday, but 
neyer on Saturday. Why? 
Because the overwhelming 
majority of Loma Linda’s 
10,000 residents are Seventh 
Day Adventists who observe 
the Sabbath on Saturday 
rather than on Sunday. 


FROM SUNSET Friday 
until sunset Saturday, nearly 
all civil and business activity, 
even the U.S. postal service, 
stops, not resuming again 
until Sunday morning. 

This isolated town, south 
of San Bernardino, is also a 
world Adventist center for 
medical. and missionary 
learning, featuring Loma 
Linda University and Loma 
Linda University Medical 
Center. Both are known for 
academic excellence, techno- 
logical advancement and 
missionary zeal. 


But mail delivery isn’t the 
only difference the 327 
St. Joseph families notice in 
their Adventist atmosphere. 


PERHAPS MORE than 
any place else in California, 
according to Father Erstad, 
Catholics are called upon to 
defend the theological posi- 
tions of their Church. 

“*Probably no place else in 
the diocese are “there more 
Bible-reading Catholics.’’ he 
Bald cate ‘ 


“Our people are called on 
regularly by Adventist and 
Jehovah’s' Witnesses and 
they study the Bible and 
Church doctrine closely to 
have ready answers for the 
Protestant missionaries.” 


HOW DOES the small 
Catholic community fare in 
an area predominantly popu- 
lated with people whose 
religious beliefs are bedrock 
hard and widely varied from 
those of Catholicism? 


“Some of our Adventist 
friends are very cordial,’’

Father Erstad said, ‘‘while 
others refer to us as ‘those 
Catholics’ and feel we are a 
threat-to Christianity. For the 
most part, we are tolerated 
here.’’ 


Parish growth, especially 
through conversions, is slow, 
“‘an inch-by-inch thing,’’ 
said the pastor. ‘‘We’ve had 
24 converts in the last 24 
months.

Will Stewardship ’75 reach its $2 million goal? More than 
ever before the answer depends on Catholics throughout the 
diocese sharing their time, talent and treasure. 


Because this year’s campaign is the first one run by the 
diocese without the aid of an outside fund-raising firm, the 
responsibility for Stewardship’s success falls directly to the 
parishes. 


IN PAST years the professional agency divided the diocese 
into 21 regions and provided a professional staff to hold 
weekly meetings in each region to spur Stewardship activity. 


This year the diocese, through the development office, is 
going it alone. ‘‘Primarily we are depending on the mail to 
contact the pastors, their associates and Stewardship 
committees, secretaries and chairmen,”’ explained William 
“Bill”? Standing, diocesan director of development. 


“Progress reports will be made weekly on the deanery, ° 


level. The deans will gather information from their parishes 
and report to the Stewardship office every Friday.” 


THIS YEAR the campaign also depends on a very tight time 
schedule, Standing said. ‘‘Last Sunday, Feb. 9, and next 
Sunday, Feb. 16, are Commitment Sundays. Stewardship 
pledges are taken after Masses. 


“In the following two weeks, parish committees will make 
door-to-door solicitations, and in the last two weeks 
‘phone-a-thons’ will be conducted in each parish in effort to 
reach every Catholic in the diocese.’’ 


STANDING expects dollar figures to start coming in very 
soon from last week’s commitment Sunday. ‘‘I have heard 
that some parishes have already exceeded their quotas,’’ he 
said. 


Whether Stewardship ’75 will succeed remains to be seen, 
but as one parish Stewardship chairman said last week, “‘If 
the people share their time and talent, the treasure will come 
naturally.”’

Mainly because the Vatican’s 
statement signals the end of the “‘trial’’ period, the 
interim between old and new: 


But there is another reason perhaps—caused by 
celebrants who ‘‘do their own thing’’ at Mass, 
invent their own prayers and generally adjust the 
Mass to such an extent that it scarcely resembles 
the official prayer of the Church. We’ve all 
experienced some form of experimentation, I’m 
sure, and while it is all very novel and helps 
‘““in-groups’’ to feel they are very special, it is not 
the prayer of the Church. 

It’s the same with intercommunion, discussed 
here a few weeks ago. If priests adjust the rubrics 

and prayers at a Mass to their own ideas they are no 
' longer leading a praying community as co-workers 
of the bishop. And if they are not co-workers of the 
bishop what is their relationship with the Church? 
We are not a ‘‘congregational’’ church, but a 
universal Church. At ordination a priest resolves to 
be a ‘‘trusted partner’’ of the bishop and ‘‘to 
celebrate the mysteries of Christ faithfully and 
religiously as the Church has handed them 
down...’’ 


Sunday Missals again 


Those of us raised before Vatican I] remember 
the personal Sunday Missal, faithfully carried to 
Mass and used by the congregation. They’re back, 
and like the Missals of old, will probably become 
most cherished possessions. In the 10 years since 
we last had Missals there were changes in the 
liturgy, and, as we published in SC a-couple of 
weeks ago, only now has the final form been 
declared the official Missal of the Church. 


Collins World have produced a hand Missal, 
available as of Ash Wednesday, which contains the 
readings and rite for Sundays for the full three-year 
cycle. The 1,536 pages are on such fine paper that it. 
is not a bulky volume. And the translations conform 
~ to the New American Bible. 


Besides the Sunday liturgies the ‘‘New American 
Sunday Missal’’ also includes all Holy Week. 
Masses, the rite of baptism during Mass, marriage” 
during Mass, funeral Masses and many special 
prayers. 


Also on the market is a Sunday Missal from the 
Catholic Book Publishing Co., which will be 
followed by a three-volume set of the daily Masses 
and special rituals. So we have our choice again 
with the return of the personal Missals. Somehow, 
a Missal was always a very special gift at Christmas 
or birthday. 


Women ministers 


So the first laywomen to be made Extraordinary 
Ministers of the Eucharist in this diocese were 
installed by Msgr. James McGinley at St. Pius X 
parish in Chula Vista. The three—and their fellow 
parishioners—took it in their stride. There have 
been other women installed, but in this diocese only 
those in’ religious communities. One of the 
““problems’’—if that is the right word—has been 
the matter of dress, so the three ladies were attired 
in golden choir robes for the distribution of 
communion. 
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We are all susceptible to-appearances and _ it 
certainly makes a difference if our ministers—lay or 
ordained—are properly vested for their ceremonial 
occasions. Choir robes or surplice and cassock seem 
to be the best solution for extraordinary ministers.

Altar girls next? 


But why, you may ask, no altar girls yet? In the 
Baltimore archdiocese a priest had been assisted at 
the altar by girls for the past 18 months. But it was 
all a mistake. He misunderstood a chancery 
instruction over the phone. 


The reason that altar girls are not permitted is 
that serving on the altar is part of the ministry of 
acolyte, as yet reserved by Rome to-men. A change 
could come with a change in the general Church law 
or by special dispensation, if the Vatican approved 
a request submitted by a two-thirds vote of the U.S. 
bishops. 


The only puzzle is that women.are now allowed to 
distribute the Eucharist, which is also a function of 
the official ministry of acolyte. 


Malpractice suit spread 

Extremely disquieting rise in cost of premiums 
for doctors’ insurance against malpractice suits 
shows either that there is a lot of incompetence on 
the part of doctors or that the legal profession has 
discovered a gold mine. 


Are we to expect an assault on other professions 
and occupations? Will priests, lawyers, journalists 
and others have to insure against suits if they can 
be accused of giving wrong information or advice? 


Perhaps the malpractice suit we should all worry 
about is about our faith. If we were sued for 
malpractice. as Christians could we defend 
ourselves?

Those who have benefitted from his visits and 
instructions here will be pleased to know that 
Father Luis Alonso Schokel, SJ, has recovered from 
surgery. around Christmas, and sends greetings to 
his friends.

Why baptism? 


Baptism is a ‘‘rite’’ —but is it a ‘‘right’’? 
The guidelines with the new [1969] rite 
of baptism [see page 1] include the statement 
that ‘‘pastors have a serious obligation to avoid 
indiscriminate baptizing.’’ It is also suggested 
that parents and godparents have ‘‘at least one 
hour of instruction’’ in the implications of 
baptism. 


Ordinarily baptism requested may not 

- be withheld, but the 1969 instruction carries 

with it the requirement of knowledge of the 

faith by the parents and some indication of the 
faith-life of the family. 


Many parishes now stipulate attendance 
at pre-baptism instruction classes by parents. 
Some parishes do not. 


Baptism makes a child a member of the 
Church and therefore it should never be given. 
unless there is some hope and indication that . 
the child, through its parents, will want to be a 
member. 


, The Church has never baptized the 
children of unbelievers. If parents do not 
believe in Christ and his Church what point is 
there in baptizing the child? Baptism is not a 
social custom, but a declaration of faith. 


If the faith is lacking, there is surely no 
“right’’ to the ‘‘rite’’.

Priest calls for 
Gallo boycott 


In response to the Jan. 23 
SC news quip and photo of 
Ernest and Julio Gallo, I 
would like to make this 
comment: 


When there arises a stale- 
mate in negotiations between 
a company and the workers’ 
collective bargaining agent, 
the company does not po- 
ssess the right to call in 
another collective bargaining 
agent, which does not repre- 
sent the workers, and then 
proceed to evict the strikers 
and their families from their 
homes simply because they 
live on the company’s pro- 
perty. 

The choice of which union 
represents the workers does 
not rest with the company, 
but with the workers. The 
United Farm Workers of 
America AFL-CIO represent- 
ed the field workers on the E. 
& J. Gallo ranches, for six 
years. The Teamsters repre- 
sent the Gallo brothers and 
not the workers. That is 
commonly called ‘‘a compa- 
ny union’’ or ‘‘union bust- 


The only alternative left to 
the displaced workers and 
their evicted families is to go 
to the cities and boycott Gallo 
wines. That is simple justice 
and a moral issue of righting 


"a wrong.

verbal commendation to the

of the United Farm Workers 
of America in your Jan. 23 
issue, appalled me. 


A few subtly-chosen words 
are much more lethal than 
paragraphs. of comments. 
The accusation of ‘‘immoral’’ 
and ‘‘unethical’’ applied by 
the Gallos to the leadership 
of UFW has too strong a 
flavor of the type of operation 
used in Brazil by the military 
dictatorship. 


Following are the verifi- 
able facts about the ‘‘effort’’ 
of Gallo to renegotiate the 
contract with the UFW: 


On Feb. 1, 1973, the UFW 
sent notice that the contract 
would expire on April 18 and 
asked for start of negotia- 
tions. Nearly two months 
later, on March 22, a 
pre-negotiation meeting took 
place. 


UFW asked for usual 
agreement to extend contract 
verbally if expiration date 
reached before new contract 
negotiated—Gallo refused. 
April 18, expiration date, 
UFW again requested verbal 
extension—Gallo response: 


“Our position has not 
changed since March 22, 
when I told you we would not 
agree to an extension of the 
Gallo-UFW contract. That 
contract expires tonight’’. 

During negotiation ses- 
sions, April 25 to June 20, 
while UFW ranch committee

members were at the meet- 
ings, Teamster organizers 
were surreptitiously allowed 
into the fields, key UFW 
members were fired, secret 
meetings between Teamsters 
and Gallo people took place. 


. Two of the UFW ‘‘immor- 
al’’ items that Gallo defini- 
tively refused to accept by 
June 20, the 12th session of 
negotiations, were (1) the 
use of the hiring hall (instead 
of the Teamsters’ contractor 
method where the worker 
often has to pay the ‘‘boss’’ 
to be chosen for work), and 
(2) seniority. The UFW 
believes that a man who has 
given his childhood and early 
manhood years to the grower 
deserves the right to work in 
his mature years. Teamsters 
do not honor the right. 
Another ‘‘unethical’’ item 
on which Gallo and the UFW 
disagree is protection from 
pesticides for the men, 


women and children who- 


work in the fields. 


Another area of deteriora- 
tion as soon as the human- 
dignity contract expired was 
that of supplying sufficient 
number of toilets in the 


fields. That is no longer ~ 


“‘required’’ since there is no 
UFW contract. 


The’ documentation pos- 
sible on this whole matter is 
so vast that there is not space 
here to delineate it. It is 
available and I will be happy 
to send it to anyone request- 
ing it.

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Appalachian bishops’ free verse 
hits at powerlessness, poverty 


WHEELING, W. Va (NC)—In the first 
regional pastoral letter in U.S. Catholic 
history, 25 bishops have issued a joint 
statement on “‘powerlessness in Appala- 
chia.”’ 


The pastoral centers on the plight of the 
poor in the region. It is divided into three 
parts: : 


—‘“‘voice of the people’; 


—summary of Catholic social justice 
teachings; 


—suggested responses to the situation. 


The pastoral, entitled ‘‘This Land is Home 
to Me: A Pastoral Letter on Powerlessness in 
Appalachia by the Catholic Bishops of the 
Region,’’ is also unique because it is written 
in a lyric, free-verse style. It is printed as a 
12-page newspaper. 


WHILE THE language is sometimes 


poetic, it is also unusually strong for an 
episcopal statement. It criticizes the idolatry 


of ‘maximization of profits’’ and ‘‘criminal | 
forces’’ which have influenced labor unions 


in Appalachia. 


It notes at one point, ‘‘Without judging 
anyone, it has become clear to us that the 
_present economic order does not care for its 


people. In fact, profit and people frequently 
are contradictory.’’ 


Referring to the coal industry, which is 
acknowledged to be the center of the 
region’s economic life, the pastoral says: 


“THE COAL-BASED industry created 
many jobs, and brought great progress to 
our country, but it brought other things too, 
among. them, oppression from the moun- 
tains.” 


While the pastoral focuses on the 
particular problems of the region, it says 
“The suffering of Appalachia’s poor is a 
symbol of so much other suffering, in our 
land, in our world. 


“It is also a symbol of the suffering which 
awaits the majority of plain people in our 
society if they are laid off, if major illness 
occurs, if a wage earner dies or if anything 
else goes wrong.”’ 


THE PASTORAL, which has-been in 
preparation since May 1973, is also unique 
because it was based on extensive dialogue 
with the poor of the region. A series of 
hearings was held throughout the region, 
forming the basis for much of the pastoral. 

The Center for Concern, a Washington- 
based ‘‘Think Tank’’ for social justice 
issues, helped prepare the pastoral. 


Pope’s Lenten message 


Put self-denial to work for poor 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
Pope Paul opened Lent with 
a plea to Christians to put 
lenten self-denial to work for 
the poor. 


“If each one lets his 
brothers and sisters come 
into his own life, if he shares 
with them of his substance 
rather than of his surplus, 
then he overcomes many 
obstacles to reconciliation 
and attains renewal,’’ he 
said in Lenten address to the 
universal Church Feb. 11. 


OF CHRIST’S words, “‘the 
poor you always have with 
you,’’ the Pope commented: 


It almost sounds as though 
the efforts of Christian 
charity and human justice 
were destined to be always 
defeated. And would not an 
overall view of our times 
seem to confirm this? 


“Even though we appear 
to have all the means of 
fighting poverty, we still 


hear of wars, famines and 
disasters. 


“But for the Christian the 
fact that such _ situations 
continually recur does not 
mean they are inevitable. 
The Christian rather under- 
stands the words of Jesus in 


the sense that none of his. 


followers can ignore the fact 
that Jesus identified himself 
with the poor. 


“UNTIL THE end of time, 
the poor are ‘with’ Jesus. 
They are his partners, com- 
panions, brothers and _ sis- 
ters. The Christian, precisely 
because he is a Christian, 
must take his place beside 
the destitute. 


‘‘He must give of himself 
to assist them in_ their 
immediate needs. He must 
commit himself to helping, in 
many different ways, to build 
a better world, a more just 
world,’’ the Pope said.

Ambassadors of Christ’ Ss reconciliation 


By Bishop Leo T. Maher 


Bishop Maher has issued a pastoral letter 
for Lent on the Paschal Mystery growing in 
fulfillment in the people of God. Following is 
a shortened version of the full 2, 000 word 
text. 


The desire bE peace and harmony springs 
from. deep within the heart of man. The 
peace: for which he longs is not merely the 
absence of conflict and war, but the positive 
quality of wholeness in individual and 
communal life, the fullness of happiness 
which is the fruit and sign of justice and 
unity. 


In the world ides peace seems elusive. 
Our timés are marked by fragmentation. 
Man has split the atom, broken the sound 
barrier, pierced the frontiers of space and 
rent the surface of the earth. Wars have 
followed wars, social inequities disrupt 


communities, churches and families are ~ 


divided. 


Urbanization and increased mobility have 
torn man from his roots and traditions and 
deposited him—a stranger to himself in 


‘search of identity and meaning—among 


communities of strangers. 


MORE AND more the world is, dividing 
itself in two. On the one hand there are those 
motivated by the accumulation of riches, by 
the need to possess and dominate and be 
superior to others. On the other hand are 
those who live in involuntary misery and 
poverty and are in some way marginal to 
society, for whom life seems hopeless. 


There is a universal need for restoration of 
the wholeness of mankind, for the 
reconciliation of man within himself, of man 
with God and of man with man. It is not a 
need which may be met in purely economic 
or institutional reform. Peace and reconcilia- 
tion are both a process and a task as man 
emerges from mere potential to the mature 
realization of his humanrfess. 


Disunity does not figure in God’s original 
plan for his creation, and the primary action 
in the reconciliation of mankind is his. 
Although man may be alienated from God, 
God is not alienated from man. God’s loving 
acceptance is always extended to his people. 


MAN WAS created to respond in faith to 
God’s initiative, but he is also free, free to be 
unfaithful. He can turn from God towards 
himself'and so towards sinfulness. In sin, he 
falls out of harmony with God, out of 
harmony with himself and out of harmony 
with all mankind. 


Bringing man into harmony, making him 


_whole and wholly himself, healing him 


physically, morally and spiritually, so that he 
may take his intended place in the building 
of the Kingdom of God—this is what 


; reconciliation means. 


. The very first words of the Risen Christ 
were of peace and reconciliation. Jesus 
greeted the embryonic church, yet to be born 
in the Pentecost coming of the Spirit, with 
the ancient salutation used among God’s 
people: Shalom, meaning peace and unity. 


IN THE DEATH and resurrection of his 


Son, God accomplished the entire work of 
salvation, but from another point of view it 


, continues still, in the action of the Holy 


Spirit, in the people of God. The divine 
initiative takes effect only insofar as it is 
received in faith. Man cannot maintain an 
attitude of passivity, he has to accept the gift 


_of God. 


In his letter to the Corinthians St. Paul 
first called the Christian world to reconcilia- 
tion: 

“If anyone is in Christ, he is a new 
creation; the old creation has passed away 
and behold, the new has come! All this from 
God who through Christ has reconciled us to 
himself and gave us the ministry of 
reconciliation.” 


AS FOLLOWERS of Christ, we are 
commissioned not only to be messengers of 
the word of peace and reconciliation that is 
Jesus’ paschal gift to us, but to become 
architects of the peace we announce. 


The Christian life is a paschal life in which 
the profane is punctuated with the 
eucharistic. It calls us to identification with 
the death and resurrection of Christ in our 
daily lives and in the celebration of the 
liturgy. 


The whole dynamic action of renewal and 
reconciliation is realized’ in the paschal 
mystery, the supreme moment of encounter 
between God and man, the perfect human 
response to divine initiative. In the 


- celebration of the liturgy, particularly of the 


Eucharist, we share the full bodying forth of 
the Passover into our time and place. 


IT IS CHRIST who utters the .sacred 
words, makes the gestures and actions of the 
Mass, that are not only signs but causes of 
reconciliation. Through him we are invited to 


turn to God in examination of conscience— 
not only to determine good and evil, but to 
discern there the Word of God and the 
presence of Christ living within us. 

We must journey forth from egoism to 
mission, from anger to understanding, from 
violence to gentleness, from rejection to 
acceptance, from indifference to love. There 
is a multiplicity of attitudes and relation- 
ships to be transformed before man can 
achieve that wholeness and reconciliation in 
which he may find true peace. 

Willing our own: conversion and iiroueh 
the action of the Holy Spirit of God, we are 
opened to an understanding of the reality of 
sin in our lives and the need not only to 
forgive, but to accept forgiveness. Where 
there is no consciousness of sin, Christianity 
operates in a void. ‘‘I have not come to invite 
the self-righteous to a change of heart, but 
‘sinners.’’ (Luke 5:32) 


ALERTED TO our own unfaithfulness, to 
the faithfulness and forgiveness of God, we 
are brought to a greater awareness of the 
Father’s prodigal love. In his light, we are 
enabled to perceive and eliminate what 
stands in the way of our full reconciliation to 
him. 

Knowing ourselves loved, we learn to 
respect what we are and what we may 
become, and to perceive and revere in all 
men the dignity and mystery of the Father. 
Accepted, we are freed to accept. Forgiven, 
we are freed to forgive. Loved, we are freed 
to love. 

In the person of Christ, God ae his love 
tangible, human and accessible to us. 


Through prayer and contemplation on the 
Word, and experiencing its efficacy in our 
lives, “‘the wholesome waters of wisdom’’ 
may -find their source in our hearts. 


THE LITURGY of the Word challenges the 
faithful to hear the message of salvation and 
live applying it to.the present. It is a call 
which confronts us and will not allow us to 
remain passive. It calls us to faith, since the 
Word is revelation; to hope, since it is 
promise; to love, since it is a rule of life. It is 
a power for the transformation of the world. 

In a medium we know and understand, the 
Word extends God’s invitation to his people 
to share his life and glory, to live in and with 
him. The Christian’s response must direct 
him to the road of a wisdom which presumes 
the cross and death of selfishness (Phil. 
2:2-8). 

It is the road followed by the ‘‘anawim’’, 
the poor of God. Lacking possessions and 
power, they were rich in their acceptance of 
man’s fundamental need for God and their 
openness to him was reflected in their. 
openness to their fellowmen (Tit. 3:2). 

‘Theirs is a poverty of detachment from 
reliance on possessions and __ personal 
achievement; of renunciation of and 
abstinence from the transient preoccupa- 
tions of the world. Theirs is the self-donation 
and self-abandonment lived by Christ who 


experienced the human predicament. 


This detachment does not mean what we 
love nothing but God, in a kind of personal 
isolation, but that everything is loved in 
God. The real purpose of renunciation and 
self-denial is to turn oneself over, body and 
soul, to be used as the instrument and 
teflection of Christ. 


BEARING A. Christ powerless and 
crucified, we are set free from the urge to 
dominate and subjugate others. Bearing a 
Christ condemned by law, we are liberated 
from the desire for self-justification. Bearing 


a Christ expended in love for the faithless 
and godless, we are moved to compassion 
for friends and.enemies, neighbors and 
strangers (Lumen Gentium #49). 


Such loving entails risk. It exposes us to 
suffering and leaves us vulnerable to 
disappointment and wounding. But when 
the risk is taken and the pain of love 
endured, our capacity for love is increased 
and its quality refined. 


The love of the crucified Christ is not that _ 


of affection for those like us, but friendship 
for those who are different; not only delight 
in what is beautiful and attractive, but the 
transforming love for the alien and the ugly. 
It is the justification of the unjust and the 
securing of rights for those whose rights are 
ignored or not acknowledged. 


THE SUFFERING of the crucified Christ 
is that inflicted upon the image of God in all 
his creation—but it is a suffering which 
transforms failure to triumph. It destroys the 
destruction of man. and_ restores his 
humanity, so reconciling him to God. It is the 
suffering which the disciple, too, must be 
willing to embrace.. Not only that suffering 
which is part of the human condition but the 
rejection and abandonment which implies 
the cross. 


For the Christian pilgrim, death has no 
finality. The resurrection offers a security 
beyond the security offered by this world. 

The recurrent pattern of life and death in 
human development is what brings us to 
maturity—and death of that self-centered- 
ness which impels us to withhold acceptance 
and love from others and draws us into 
isolation, loneliness and stagnation. 

The resurrection of Christ shattered for all 
time the wall of isolation that separates man 
from God. We, too, are called to this 

- resurrection in new openness, other-center- 
edness and abundant life. 


FAITH IN the resurrection is a faith which 


raises up and leads onward. It holds the ~ 


power to transform psychological and social 
systems, so that instead of being oriented on 


death, they may become focused on the life’ 


that conquers death, and man may be led 
from the rigor mortis of apathy to vital 
reconciliation with life. But it is a faith that 
demands the ultimate sactifice: the total 
- gift of ourselves. 


VISIT THE 


Offering ourselves in service, receiving 
the body of Christ in the eucharistic liturgy, 
we, the people of God pledge ourselves to 
receive him in the poor, the sick, the aged, 
the homeless, the outcasts of society, the 
sinners, the derelict, the imprisoned and 
abandoned. 


We cannot follow Christ to the final sic..on 


of our pilgrimage and experience the. 


fullness of the paschal mystery in ourselves 
without also accepting the fullness of his 
self-giving. We are not wholly ourselves not 
wholly reconciled until we accept the 
wholeness of Christ and are reconciled with 
all the members of his body. 


IF WE ARE to become ambassadors of 
reconciliation, we must find the cross within 
our life experience. It is only when we 
ourselves are resurrected in Christ that we 
may effectively preach the gospel of the 
resurrection. 


The Lenten season restates liturgically the 
need for reconciliation, drawing us inexor- 
ably to the Paschal Event. This is not a time 
for token or symbolic gestures of self-denial, 
but a challenge to death and vital life. 


The traditional Lenten penances, self-de- 
nials and disciplines are not, and were never 
meant to be, an end in themselves. They are 
the process through which we transcend the 
barriers preventing access to God’s life-giv- 
ing Spirit, and his transforming action in our 
lives. 


WHAT WE celebrate in word and 
sacrament must become concrete reality in 
daily living. Our mandate is to be 
ambassadors of peace and love in this 
troubled world. It is we who must transform 
it and make it acceptable to the Father. It is 
we who must build the Kingdom of Jesus, 
who unites us in his body, broken for us and 
his blood spilled for us. 


In the here and now we are reconciled 
through him to God. Through him we are 
“‘christified’’ even in our human state. 
Through him, the paschal mystery may grow 
to its fullness in the universal reconciliation 
of all creation to the Father. Through him we 
may live more fully the paschal mystery 
during the Lenten weeks of preparation, so- 
that we may realize in ourselves a renewal 
and rebirth, a resurrection into Christ and 
birth to a new love.

The chart on ‘the facing page shows how Catholics and 
the major Protestant churches express their belief in sacra- 
ments, particularly in the Eucharist. This ‘tentative spec- 
trum’’, as it is called, was produced by Lutheran Pastor Jack 
Lindquist, a member of the religious studies department at 
the University of San Diego, in cooperation with Rev. John 
Huber (Lutheran) and Rev. Kenneth Treat (Episcopalian). 
It was issued by the San Diego Ecumenical Conference at 
its last annual meeting, and is reproduced with permission. 
Readers of the Southern Cross will, we hope, find much to 
study in this tabulation, not only about their own belief, but 
about the practices and interpretations of our non-Catholic 
‘friends in the ecumenical movement. 


The call to penance—reconciliation with God

Father Krosnicki, associate director 
of the Liturgy Committee of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bish- 
ops, is writing a special series on 
penance which will be published 
throughout Lent. He holds the degree of 
Doctor in Liturgical Theology from the 
Pontifical Liturgical Institute of S. 
Anselmo, Rome. His articles and book 
reviews have appeared in ‘‘Worship,”’ 
‘Review for Religious,’’ and the ‘‘The 
American Ecclesiastical Review.’’ 


Lent is a good time for the consideration of 
the new Rite of Penance since it is 
traditionally a time in which the Christian 
community is made more conscious of its 
ongoing baptismal responsibility to be ever 
more converted, reconciled to the Lord. This 
Lenten series on the Rite of Penance is 
intended to assist the reader in coming to an 
understanding of the revised rite and its 
implication in the life of today’s Christian. 


A basic reconciliation between God and 
mankind was brought about by Jesus Christ 
in the mystery of his death and resurrection. 
He in turn trusted the ongoing mystery of 
reconciling the sinner with God the Father to 
his Church. The Church continues to carry 
out this ministry by preaching the Good 
News of salvation to all persons and by 
baptizing them in water and the Holy Spirit. 

YET, BECAUSE of human weakness, 
Christians already

their friendship with God by sin. In view of 
this the Lord instituted the means by which 
sins committed after baptism could be 
pardoned and the loving friendship with the 
Father be reestablished and/or strengthen- 
ed. We have come to know this as the 
Sacrament of Penance or Reconciliation. 


An emphasis on penance extends to many 
aspects of the Church’s life. The Word of 
God constantly summons the Christian 
“community to penance and reconciliation for 
it serves as a counter-cultural sign calling 
the wayward follower of Christ to a life style 
in accord with the gospel message. In 
addition to the challenging word of 
scripture, the Church has found many other 
means of calling her members to penance. 


Lent has traditionally been an important 
part of the liturgical year and penitential 
practice. In the past, ember days as well as 
Friday abstinence served much the same 
purpose. A daily examination of one’s 
‘conscience, as advocated by many spiritual 
leaders, has been proposed as a salutary 
means of sensitizing the Christian ‘con- 
science to an awareness of and need for 
continual purpose and change of heart. 


PRAYER, FASTING and almsgiving are 
perhaps the classical ways of penance for 
they are symbolic of the change of heart 
which is the essence of Christian penance. In 
brief, by various practices the Church has 
always tried to emphasize that penance is an 
integral part of the Christian way of life. 

For the Christian, however, there must 
always be a broader church-oriented aspect 
to the mystery of penance. The Christian 


Question: 

Does the Church law about receiving 
Communion at least once a year at 
Eastertime still apply? We used to call it 
the Easter Duty. 


The obligation of the Easter Duty was 
formulated by the IV Lateran Council 
(1215), reaffirmed by the Council of Trent 
and then embodied in the Code of Canon 
Law which states (859): é 


“Everyone of the faithful of both sexes 
is bound, after he has reached the years of 
discretion, that is, the use of reason, to 
receive .the sacrament of the Eucharist 
once a year, at least at Easter, unless 
perchance with the advice of his own 
priest, for some justifying reason, he is 
convinced that he should temporarily 
abstain from receiving it:’’ 


Commentators explain that once the 
Easter season has closed, the precept 
remains binding, but not as the precept of 
the Easter duty. ‘‘Thus it can be fulfilled 
at any time before Jan. 1 of the 


fulfillment of the precept.”’

mercy; yet, the Sacrament of Penance stands © 


out in the long history of the Church as the 
Sacrament of Reconciliation (Penance). 

‘Tt was primarily intended for those who 
have broken or strained their relationship of 
love with God the Father. It celebrates, not 
the sinfulness of weak persons, but the 
mercy and forgiveness of God toward those 
who confess their sinfulness. Such kindness 
and mercy calls forth praise and thanksgiv- 
ing on the part of the penitent and the 
Church. 


VATICAN COUNCIL Il has not only. 


requested the revision of the sacramental. 
Rite of Penance, but in its various 
documents also furnished positive indica- 
tions for this renewal. 


Three major considerations were: (1) sin is 
at the same time an offense against God and 
an injury to the complete body of the 
Church; (2) in penance the sinner is 
reconciled both with God and with the 
Church; (3) the entire Church is involved 
with and works for the conversion and 
reconciliation of a member who has sinned. 


The challenge proposed to those respon- 
sible for the liturgical revision of the Rite of 
Penance was not an easy one. They were 
somehow to bring out the above mentioned 
important aspects of penance. It was 
necessary at the same time to enrich the 
ritual expression of the sacrament which is 
so important to the life of the Christian 


subsequent year or before the beginning 
of the next Easter season, depending on 
the mode of reckoning the year within 
which it is required by the code that Holy 
Communion be received.’’ 


It does not seem that the Canon has 
been revoked or superseded. Legalists 
who emphasize the letter of the law over 
the spirit of Vatican II should take note of

The ‘we’ of our lives 


We were talking...about our need for 
other people and the human need to live 
in intimate awareness of each other and in 
sensitivity to the world around us. 


We rely almost totally upon the loving 
care and self-giving of others for the 
assurance and security that will allow us to 
grow into the persons we are meant to be. 
Their acceptance of us 
involvement in our lives provides the 
catalyst for our own acceptance of 
ourselves and those with whom we come 
in contact. 


BUT WITHOUT our reciprocity, without 
the response of our own gift of self, our 
own involvement in the cares: and 
concerns of others, the maturity and 
freedom we seek must elude us. 


Human beings are community creatures 
who do not flourish in isolation, nor 
mature through ego-centricity. Inter- 
dependence and _ inter-relatedness are 
facts of our existence and a recognition. of 
this is essential if we are to realize our true 
personality. 


The world is a lonely and. unfriendly 
place for those of us who find ourselves 
unable to relate fully to others, or come to 
that point of trust where we may give 
willingly of ourselves and our love. 


A PHRASE coined by Jesuit co-authors 
of a recent book is ‘‘we’’ consciousness. It 
describes the sense of unity and 
inter-relationship stemming from identifi- 
cation with others and perception of 
ourselves as part and participant of the 
conditions in which we find ourselves. It is 
an awareness of oneness with our fellows 
and our world. 


Today we place so much emphasis on 
independence, self-fulfillment and self-re- 
liance,- that most of us are more 
predominantly ‘‘I’’ than ‘’we’’ in our 
consciousness. More and more, we tend to 
withdraw from personal commitment and 
intimate involvement with others and 
adopt the more impersonal espousal of 
‘causes and issues. Our relationships, in 
the hasty, mobile lives we lead, become 
more and more superficial and temporary.

“humanitarian’’ and socially activist

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Religion ‘powerful antidote’ 


“Religion is the most powerful antidote in 
the world,’ according to radio and TV 
personality and humanitarian crusader, Art 
Linkletter. 


Speaking at the University of San Diego, 
Monday, he told of the deep respect for 
religion acquired during his five years 
immersion in the drug scene. 


“I HAVE SEEN it work in people who are 
hurting,’’ he said. ‘‘Religion is one of the 
most important pieces of the human 
puzzle.”’ 


In the first of a series of talks sponsored by 
Campus Ministry and the Associated 
Student Body of USD, Linkletter told an 
audience of more than 300 of his adoptive 
father’s wish that he should follow him into 
the Baptist ministry and his own early desire 
to teach. 


“In a sense I have been teacher to an 
audience of 55 billion people.”’ 
referring to 40 years of show business 
programs based on human values and 
relationships. 


SINCE THE tragic drug-induced death of 


he said,, 


his 19-year-old daughter Diane five years 
ago, he has used the platform gained in 
those years ‘‘to make Diane’s life and death 
have meaning and value.’’ While claiming 
no expertise, he is convinced that there is no 
drug problem, but a people problem. 


“Today everything is packaged for 
discard,’’ he added, ‘‘and this is true of 
human beings too.”’

He gave me a set 
of golf clubs and recommended the links. 
Soon I found other priests looking for an 
outdoor sport, and we took off—after that 
little white ball.

‘Take paternalism out of the 


ministry to Spanish speaking’ 


ARLINGTON, Tex. (NC)— 
A young prelate, who looks 
more like a curate than an 
archbishop, told the South- 
west Liturgical Conference 
here that ministry among the 
Spanish speaking should 
open doors so that “‘a people 
might lead themselves’’ in- 
stead of being paternalisti- 
cally led. 


Archbishop. Robert . San- 
chez of Santa Fe, the 
nation’s first Spanish-speak- 
ing archbishop, set the 
theme for his address by 
titling his presentation 
“Ministry of the Spanish 
speaking”’ instead of the con- 
ventional ‘‘Ministry to...’’ 


MINISTRY, like educa- 
tion, Archbishop Sanchez 
said ‘‘is as much a process of 
drawing out as it is pouring 


into.’’ This is especially true” 


“‘when we speak of ministry 
in the field of liturgical 
celebrations.”’ 


He said ‘‘the Spanish 
speaking in the Southwest 
have a rich spiritual tradition 
of true liturgical celebration, 
a tradition, which if allowed 
to express itself, will add to 
the richness of the liturgical 
expression in our country.”’ 


The Spanish speaking are 
religious by nature, he said. 
Liturgy is everywhere for 
them. “‘The generous use of 
images of Our Lord or the 
saints is evidence of this total 
faith experience,’’ he noted. 


The non-Spanish Catholic 
has gone through an evolu- 
tion of terms relating to the 
Mass He has ‘said’ Mass, 
‘heard’ Mass, ‘attended’ 
Mass, ‘offered’ Mass or 
‘assisted’ at Mass. Only now 
is the concept of ‘celebrating 
Mass’ becoming popular.

In VATICAN CITY, Pope 
Paul, praising celibacy be- 
fore hundreds of priests and 
nuns about to renew their 
vows, declared that elécted 
virginity creates a love “cap- 
able as no other of pouring 
itself out freely i in service and 
self-sacrifice.’

Catholic intellectual 
Maisie Ward dies 


In NEW YORK, Maisie 
Ward, 86, publisher, biog- 
rapher, activist and Catholic 
Evidence Guild charter mem- 
ber, died Jan. 28 in New 
York Hospital. She was the 
wife of Frank Sheed, who 
founded with her the pub- 
lishing firm of Sheed and 
Ward. 


The couple were noted 
international speakers and 
writers on Catholic subjects 
and intellectual apologists 
for Catholic faith and doc- 
trine.

WHEN A CHRISTIAN AND A JEW MARRY 
by Father Ronald Luka, CMF. N.Y., Paulist 
Press. 89 pages, $1.25pb. 


Most parents and religious leaders will 
discourage a young couple from marrying 
when one is a Christian and the other a Jew. 


Father Luka addresses fiimself to those 
young people who do not take the advice and 
plan an inter-faith wedding. His wise and 
understanding words are quite to the point 
in this situation. 


The book is made more valuable with a 
Jewish perspective by Rabbi Bernard 
Ziotowitz and some sample Christian 
Jewish ceremonies. 


SIN by Father Eugene H. Maly. Dayton, 
OH, Pflaum/Standard.

Sin is hardly a popular subject, but it is a 
fact of life.
